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ANNUAL  REPORT 

FOR  THE  YEAR  ENDED  31st  DECEMBER,  1966 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  St.  Neots  Rural  District  Council. 
Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  on  the  Health  and 
Sanitary  conditions  of  the  District  for  the  year  1966. 

VITAL  STATISTICS. 

Population.  The  steady  gradual  rise  in  population  which  has  been 
characteristic  in  recent  years  continued  with  slightly  increased  momentum 
during  1966  and  the  figure  now  stands  exactly  at  the  eight  and  a  half 
thousand  level. 

Births.  Both  the  crude  and  the  corrected  birth  rates  show  a  fractional 
rise  compared  with  last  year’s  figures  and  now  stand  a  little  in  advance 
of  the  rate  for  England  and  Wales  as  a  whole. 

Deaths.  12  more  deaths  were  recorded  this  year  in  the  district  as  com¬ 
pared  with  1%5  thus  raising  the  death  rate  somewhat  but  the  figure  is 
still  well  below  the  national  average. 

Infant  Mortality.  One  child  died  during  the  year  before  reaching  the 
age  of  twelve  months  and  this  gives  an  infant  mortality  rate  of  6.3  per 
1,000  live  births.  This  rate  is  approximately  i  of  the  national  figure. 

Infectious  Disease.  This  ran  at  roughly  the  same  level  as  it  did  in  1965. 
there  being  no  serious  outbreaks  of  notifiable  disease.  Measles  was  again 
by  far  the  most  prevalent  condition  accounting  for  over  three  quarters  of 
the  notifications  received.  Most  of  these  cases  occurred  during  the  last 
quarter  of  the  year  when  a  measles  outbreak  appeared  to  be  developing. 

SOCIAL  CONDITIONS 

Housing.  The  Council  have  maintained  its  policy  of  building  the 
smaller  type  of  accommodation  for  elderly  persons  thus  making  the  larger 
houses  available  for  families  with  children.  In  addition  to  this  individual 
unfit  houses  have  been  dealt  with  under  the  housing  acts. 

Private  dwelling  during  the  year  increased  three  times  compared  with 
the  previous  annual  figure  and  this  will  continue  on  planning  permissions 
already  granted  to  the  year  1970. 

Water  Supply.  The  water  supply  continues  to  be  sa.tisfactory  both  in 
quality  and  quantity.  Spot  checks  being  taken  periodically  and  the  results 
sent  to  the  Nene  and  Ouse  Water  Board. 

Diddington  Reservoir  (Grafham  Water)  was  completed  and  officially 
opened  by  H.R.H.  the  Duke  of  Edinburgh  on  the  6th  July,  1966.  Water 
is  thus  supplied  to  a  wide  area  in  the  neighbouring  counties  of  Northants., 
Bedfordshire  and  Hertfordshire. 
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Main  Drainage.  Schemes  for  the  main  drainage  of  parishes  within  the 
District  continued  during  the  year.  Hail  Weston  and  Diddington  were 
virtually  completed  in  1966  and  the  scheme  for  the  parishes  of  Toseland, 
Great  Paxton  and  Yelling,  were  submitted  to  the  Ministry  and  approval 
having  been  obtained  it  is  now  hoped  to  make,  a  start  on  this  scheme  in 
July,  1967. 

Attention  is  still  being  given  by  the  Officers  of  the  Council  to  ensure 
that  the  provisions  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Acts  and  Factories,  Shops  and 
Offices  Acts  are  adhered  to. 

Hospital  Facilities.  For  some  years  now  the  District  Councils  within 
the  catchment  area  of  the  Huntingdon  County  Hospital  have  been  in¬ 
creasingly  concerned  by  the  inadequate  facilities,  especially  in-patient 
accommodation,  at  the  Hospital  and  also  at  the  Primrose  Lane  Maternity 
Unit. 

It  is  a  pleasing  feature  to  learn  that  14  additional  beds  are  to  be  provided 
at  Primrose  Lane  making  a  total  of  twenty-four,  thus  making  it  possible 
for  suitable  cases  to  have  a  longer  stay  in  hospital. 

As  regards  the  Huntingdon  County  Hospital,  however,  further  meetings 
of  representatives  of  District  Councils  and  the  County  Council  with  those 
of  the  East  Anglian  Regional  Hospital  Board  are  to  be  held  at  an  early 
date  with  a  view  to  improving  the  facilities  and  accommodation  at  the 
hospital  to  cop>e  with  the  needs  of  the  rapidly  increasing  population  of 
the  area. 

In  conclusion  I  should  like  to  express  my  thanks  to  Mr.  Fawcett  and 
all  other  members  of  the  Department’s  staff  for  the  assistance  they  have 
given  me  and  for  all  the  work  they  have  done  during  the  year.

WATER  SUPPLY. 

The  following  information  has  been  supplied  by  the  Engineer  to  the 
Nene  and  Ouse  Water  Board.  The  quality  of  water  supplied  has  been 
excellent  and  the  quantity  good. 

Alt  water  consumed  in  the  Area,  apart  from  the  Kimbolton  District,  is 
now  derived  from  Brampton  source.  This  consists  of  a  mixed  gravel  and 
river  water,  coagulated,  filtered,  softened  and  chlorinated. 

Full  sample  results  relating  to  (i)  mixed  river  and  gravel  water,  (ii) 
coagulated  and  softened  water  and  (iii)  final  filtered  and  chlorinated  water 
shows  the  water  to  be  pure  and  wholesome  and  suitable  for  public  supply 
purposes.  It  is  believed  that  the  fluoride  content  is  in  the  region  of  0.1 
parts  per  million.  The  pH  reaction  is  always  alkaline  and  the  value 
according  to  the  laboratory  being  7.8. 

There  have  been  no  reports  of  contamination  of  water  supply.  In  order 
to  keep  the  Intake  free  of  possible  contamination,  the  Board  have  requested 
the  River  Authority  to  erect  a  boom  across  the  channel  to  the  Brampton 
Mill.  This  will  prevent  boats  tying  up  at  the  Intake  and  the  possible  dis¬ 
charge  of  sanitary  buckets  at  this  point. 

The  average  daily  consumption  in  this  Area  was  43  g.p.h.  and  is  made 
up  of  30  g.p.h.  domestic  and  13  g.p.h.  non-domestic. 

Some  engineering  improvements  have  been  made  during  the  past  year. 
The  Little  Paxton  Area  is  now  supplied  direct  from  the  12  inch  trunk 
main  to  St.  Neots.  The  main  having  been  renewed  at  Stonely  and  the 
Kimbolton  Area  can  receive  an  additional  supply  via  the  Great  Staughton 
Booster  station.  The  Board  has  decided  to  defer  expenditure  on  Toseland 
Reservoir  for  yet  another  year,  although  the  land  has  been  purchased.  This 
work  has  therefore  not  been  included  in  the  estimates  for  1967/68.  How¬ 
ever.  a  main  is  to  be  laid  from  the  point  near  Priorv  Park  which  will  link 
the  St.  Neots  trunk  main  with  Paxton  Hill.  If  during  peak  flow  period^ 
during  the  Summer  anv  shortage  of  water  is  experienced  in  the  Toseland 
and  Yelling  District,  then  a  temporary  booster  will  be  installed  at  the 
trunk  main  in  order  to  increase  the  effectiveness  of  the  Offord  booster 
stap’on.  The  water  tower  at  Great  Gransden  has  been  put  into  service, 
and  no  water  is  now  taken  from  the  Cambridge  Water  Company  at  Great 
Gransden. 


BACTERIOLOGICAL  EXAMINATIONS  OF  TREATED  WATER. 

The  Council’s  Officers  obtained  bacteriological  water  samples  as  follows, 
23  satisfactory  samples,  3  unsatisfactory  samples. 


CHEMICAL  ANALYSIS. 

1  sample  was  taken  during  the  year  and  reported  as  satisfactory. 

ANNUAL  RAINFALL  at  Great  Gransden  Hall,  27.15  inches.  Rain 
fell  on  172  days.  The  total  rainfall  is  above  average,  but  the  number  of 
days  on  which  rain  fell  is  well  above  average.  I  wish  to  thank  E.  W.  R. 
Bolden,  Esq.,  for  this  information.

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SWIMMING  POOLS. 


There  are  five  private  permanent  swimming  pools  in  the  area  and  it 
appears  that  they  have  been  maintained  in  a  satisfactory  condition. 

During  the  swimming  season  two  satisfactory  bacteriological  samples 
were  taken  from  Kimbolton  School  swimming  pool  one  from  Offord  School 
swimming  pool,  and  one  from  Great  Gransden  swimming  pool.  Copies 
of  the  reports  were  forwarded  to  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 


DIDDINGTON  RESERVOIR  SCHEME. 

In  July,  1966,  this  scheme  was  officially  opened  by  H.R.H.  the  Duke  of 
Edinburgh.  Those  who  knew  this  valley  before  it  was  flooded  by  the 
construction  of  this  reservoir  would  now  see  a  remarkable  change  in  the 
landscape  of  this  area.  I  understand  water  is  now  being  supplied  to  the 
Northamptonshire  and  Bedfordshire  Authorities. 

The  Sailing  Club  and  the  Fishing  Lodge  were  completed  during  the 
year  and  preparations  for  the  Educational  Training  Centre  have  com¬ 
menced. 


SEWERS  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL. 

The  Parishes  having  foul  sewers  now  being  Kimbolton,  Great  Staughton, 
Buckden,  Little  Paxton,  Southoe,  Offord  Darcy,  Offord  Cluny,  Perry  and 
the  Model  Farm  Area  of  Grafham. 

A  tender  was  accepted  for  the  Hail  Weston  and  Diddington  Sewage 
Schemes  early  in  the  year  and  work  has  proceeded  in  both  parishes  on 
laying  the  sewers  and  pumping  mains.  At  the  end  of  1966  practically 
all  the  sewers  had  been  laid  in  these  two  parishes  and  the  Hail  Weston 
Disposal  Works  was  almost  completed.  The  drain  connections  to  the 
sewer  were  about  to  start  in  each  parish. 

At  the  end  of  1966  Ministry  approval  was  received  to  the  joint  scheme 
for  the  sewering  of  Yelling,  Toseland  and  Great  Paxton,  and  the  Consulting 
Engineers  are  now  working  on  tender  documents  for  the  invitation  of 
tenders  during  1967. 

Preliminary  work  in  connection  with  the  Abbotsley,  Great  Gransden 
and  Waresley  joint  scheme  and  the  Grafham  scheme  also  proceeded  during 
the  year. 

The  only  trade  effluent  received  into  the  Council’s  sewers  is  the  small 
discharge  from  the  Slaughterhouse  at  Kimbolton  and  at  the  end  of  the 
year  alterations  were  proposed  to  increase  the  throughput  at  this 
Slaughterhouse  considerably  and  during  1967  it  may  be  necessary  for  the 
Trade  Effluent  Agreement  to  be  considerably  altered  in  respect  of  these 
premises. 

Most  of  the  properties  in  Offord  Darcy,  Offord  Cluny  and  Perry,  were 
provided  with  w.c.’s  by  the  end  of  the  year  and  nightsoil  collection  in 
these  parishes  ceased  to  be  a  free  service.  Work  is  proceeding  on  the  few 
outstanding  cases  of  providing  w.c.’s  in  these  parishes. 

Contact  is  still  maintained  with  the  Pollution  Officer  of  the  Great  Ouse 
River  Authority  and  advice  and  guidance  on  many  problems  have  been 
given  by  the  Officers  of  this  Authority.  During  1%6  the  following  samples 
of  sewage  effluent  were  obtained  ; — ■  Kimbolton  1  Satisfactory  Sample, 
Buckden  1  Satisfactory  and  1  Unsatisfactory  Sample,  Great  Paxton  1  Un¬ 
satisfactory  Sample,  Catworth  2  Unsatisfactory  Samples. 

When  the  present  5  year  Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal  programme  has 
been  completed,  as  outlind  above,  the  parishes  still  in  urgent  need  of  these 
services  will  be  Catworth,  Covington,  Tilbrook  and  Stow  Longa. 
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In  conjunction  with  the  County  Council  it  has  been  necessary  to  relay 
lengths  of  joint  sewer  in  Grafham,  the  High  Street,  Catworth,  and  the 
High  Street,  Tilbrook.  It  has  also  been  necessary  to  divert  some  of  the 
old  sewers  on  the  Manor  Gardens  Building  Site,  Buckden,  to  make  way 
for  new  development.  The  cost  of  the  diversions  was  met  by  the  De¬ 
velopers,  but  the  opportunity  was  taken  to  relay  certain  other  lengths  of 
sewer  which  were  in  poor  condition  at  a  joint  expense  of  the  County 
Council  and  the  Rural  District  Council. 

One  of  the  difficulties  now  becoming  more  acute  is  that  of  sludge  dis¬ 
posal  from  sewage  works  as  fewer  farmers  seem  to  be  interested  in  taking 
this  product.  One  case  of  illegal  tapping  of  the  foul  sewers  was  found 
and  a  strong  warning  was  issued  to  the  offending  builders. 

5  piped  sewers  received  attention  during  the  year  and  9  minor  repairs 
were  carried  out  to  sewage  works.  48  private  cesspools,  418  Council 
cesspools  or  sewage  tanks  were  cleansed  during  the  year.

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PUBLIC  CLEANSING. 

The  scheme  outlined  in  the  1964  and  1965  report  continued  to  operate 
satisfactorily  during  the  year. 

The  paper  sack  system  of  refuse  collecting  was  gradually  expanded  to 
certain  large  new  housing  schemes  in  the  area.  In  my  opinion  this  trial 
scheme  is  proving  to  be  a  success  and  is  certainly  much  more  hygienic 
and  labour  saving,  but  of  course  the  cost  is  somewhat  higher  than  the 
normal  dustbin  scheme.  I  hope,  however,  that  the  paper  sack  system 
will  gradually  be  extended  throughout  the  District. 

It  is  estimated  that  approximately  1,600  tons  of  domestic  refuse  was 
collected  during  the  year. 

The  number  of  pail  closets  to  be  collected  throughout  the  area  is 
gradually  declining  due  to  the  Council’s  vigorous  policy  of  implementing 
sewerage  schemes.  I  hope  the  day  will  soon  arrive  when  there  will  be  no 
need  for  this  service,  in  that,  all  properties  will  either  be  served  by  a  public 
sewerage  system  or  alternatively  isolated  sites  dealt  with  by  means  of 
septic  tank  drainage. 

The  average  cost  of  dealing  with  each  dustbin  and/or  pail  is  approxi¬ 
mately  l/4d. 

During  the  year  the  Council  ordered  a  new  refuse  collecting  vehicle  and 
obtained  an  extra  workman  with  a  view  to  implementing  a  weeklv  refuse 
collecting  service  throughout  the  whole  of  the  Rural  District  as  from  the 
1st  April,  1967.  Tt  is  hoped  to  operate  a  weekly  service  apart  from  at 
holiday  times. 

LITTER. 

The  arrangements  made  with  Parish  Councils  and  the  highway  authority 
for  the  provision  of  litter  bins  and  the  clearing  of  same  continued  to 
operate  satisfactorily  during  the  year.  The  Council  also  made  arrange¬ 
ments  with  the  Great  Ouse  Water  Authority  for  the  regular  emptying  of 
the  litter  baskets  provided  by  the  Water  Authority  in  the  vicinity  of 
Grafham  Water. 

PETROLEUM  STORAGE  LICENCES. 

63  Licences  were  issued  for  1966. 

MOVEABLE  DWELLINGS. 

At  the  end  of  1966  there  were  16  individual  residential  caravan  site 
licences  in  force  plus  7  site  licences  for  3  or  more  residential  caravan  sites 
and  a  further  3  site  licences  for  3  or  more  holiday  caravan  sites.  The 
total  number  of  caravans  was  52  residential  and  22  holiday  caravans 
stationed  on  these  sites. 

Also  one  site  has  been  licensed  for  camping  for  the  maximum  of  six 
tents  and  a  further  un-licensed  camping  site  is  in  use  occasionallv. 

51  visits  were  made  to  caravan  and  camping  sites  during  the  vear  and 
no  serious  conditions  were  found  requiring  action  by  the  Authority. 

COUNCIL  HOUSE  MAINTENANCE. 

2,051  inspections  were  carried  out  and  752  orders  were  issued  for  repairs. 
All  repairs  have  been  carried  out  by  private  builders  and  contractors. 
During  the  year  the  bathroom  and  w.c.  improvement  schemes  were  com¬ 
pleted  at  13  houses  in  Offord  Clunv  and  Offord  Darcy.  A  similar  scheme 
covering  14  Council  houses  in  Hail  Weston  was  prepared  during  1966  and 
was  approved  so  that  an  early  start  in  1967  can  be  made  on  modernising 
these  houses. 

.Similar  modernisation  schemes  will  be  required  for  6  houses  in  Great 
Paxton  and  16  houses  in  Yelling  as  soon  as  the  new  sewerage  scheme 
referred  to  earlier  in  the  report  is  in  operation.  This  will  mean  that  only 
four  old  type  Council  houses  in  Grafham  will  require  modernisation  to 
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complete  the  programme.  Grafham  should  be  sewered  following  the  com¬ 
pletion  of  the  Great  Paxton,  Toseland  and  Yelling  scheme  and  therefore 
it  is  reasonable  to  assume  that  all  Council  houses  will  have  been  modern¬ 
ised  within  the  next  three  years  or  so. 

The  policy  of  modernising  and  improving  electrical  wiring  installation 
in  older  type  Council  houses  continued  as  did  the  policy  of  providing  paths 
at  these  houses  where  none  has  previously  been  provided.  A  new  foot¬ 
path  has  been  constructed  at  Lincoln  Close,  Buckden,  which  will  give 
better  access  to  buses,  not  only  for  the  Council  estate  but  for  a  large 
part  of  the  northern  end  of  the  Village. 

NEW  BUILDINGS. 

346  plans  of  new  buildings  were  deposited  and  1,427  visits  were  made 
to  inspect  the  work  in  progress.  This  is  a  slight  increase  in  the  number 
of  plans  deposited  but  the  number  of  inspections  has  greatly  increased  due 
to  the  operations  of  the  Building  Regulations  and  also  the  amount  of 
private  building  now  taking  place  in  the  Area.  It  should  be  remem¬ 
bered  that  two  or  three  plans  may  cover  an  estate  of  perhaps  a  hundred 
or  more  houses. 

Plans  of  one  new  chimney  were  submitted  and  after  representations  were 
altered  and  subsequently  approved. 

MILK  DAIRIES. 

A  complaint  of  a  dirty  milk  bottle  was  investigated  and  the  Public 
Analyst  reported  that  the  dirt  “was  fungus”.  It  was  decided  that  the 
Firm  concerned  took  all  reasonable  precautions  to  avoid  dirty  milk  bottles 
and  this  case  was  due  to  a  human  mistake  and  consequently  a  warning 
letter  only  was  issued.

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FOOD  INSPECTIONS,  INCLUDING  SLAUGHTERHOUSES. 

63  inspections  of  food  premises  were  made.  90  tons  13  cwt.  78  lbs.  of 
foodstuffs  were  condemned  as  unfit  for  human  consumption.  The  majority 
of  this  foodstuff  consisted  of  vegetables  and  fruit  for  a  large  distribution 
depot  situated  in  the  area.  Two  samples  of  ice-cream  were  submitted 
for  bacteriological  examination  and  these  were  reported  as  Grade  1.  88 

visits  were  made  to  the  slaughterhouse  for  the  purpose  of  meat  inspection. 
The  licences  for  four  slaughtermen  were  renewed  as  from  October  1st, 
1966,  and  a  new  slaughterman’s  licence  was  issued  during  the  year.  All 
slaughtering  is  confined  to  the  Kimbolton  Slaughterhouse  and  at  the  end 
of  the  year  a  scheme  to  alter  this  slaughterhouse  for  the  slaughtering  of 
pigs  for  the  wholesale  market  was  in  progress.  When  this  scheme  is  in 
full  operation  it  will  mean  a  great  deal  of  additional  time  will  have  to  be 
spent  on  meat  inspection  and  in  view  of  all  the  oither  activities  going  on 
in  this  area  it  will  be  necessary  for  further  staff  to  be  obtained.  One 
contravention  of  the  Cruelty  Regulations  and  four  contraventions  of  the 
Hygiene  Regulations  were  remedied  at  the  slaughterhouse  after  informal 
action. 

During  the  year  four  premises  were  registered  under  the  Food  and  Drug 
Act,  1955,  for  the  sale  of  ice-cream,  or  the  manufacture  of  sausages, 
cooked  meat,  etc.  There  is  now  a  total  of  56  such  premises  on  the  Council’s 
register.

The  majority  of  these  are  small  family  businesses  and  all  of  them 
comply  with  Regulation  16  and  Regulation  19  of  the  Food  Hygiene 
(General)  Regulations,  1960,  where  applicable.  It  is  proposed  during  1967 
to  check  all  delivery  vehicles,  stalls,  under  the  recently  published  Regula¬ 
tions. 

A  tin  of  tomatoes  was  thought  by  a  local  Medical  Practitioner  to  be 
the  cause  of  gastric  upset  in  a  family.  The  tin  was  examined  by  the 
Bacteriologist  and  no  contamination  was  found. 

ANIMAL  BOARDING  ESTABLISHMENT  ACT,  1963. 

One  licence  was  renewed  during  the  year  covering  a  boarding  establish¬ 
ment  for  cats. 

STREET  NUMBERING  AND  NAMEPLATES. 

The  whole  of  the  District  has  now  been  provided  with  street  nameplate 
and  house  numbers  where  applicable.  New  estates  are  of  course  dealt  with 
in  this  way  in  conjunction  with  the  Parish  Councils  concerned,  and  it  is 
proposed  to  make  no  further  report  on  this  subject. 

NEW  HOUSING. 

During  1966  twelve  new  Council  dwellings  were  completed  as  follows  : — 
4  bungalows  and  4  flats  at  Buckden,  2  bungalows  at  Great  Gransden, 
2  bungalows  at  Catworth.  At  the  end  of  the  year  the  Council  therefore 
owned  540  houses  plus  20  prefabricated  bungalows. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  four  further  flats  in  Buckden  and  six  bungalows 
in  Offord  were  under  erection. 

The  Council  propose  to  build  four  further  flats  and  four  more  bungalows 
at  Buckden  during  1967  and  are  negotiating  a  tender  for  four  houses  in 
Little  Paxton  on  the  Janes  Estate  for  transferred  Paper  Mill  workers. 
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The  five  year  housing  programme  is  therefore  progressing  as  planned. 
The  demand  remaining  about  the  same  with  building  being  concentrated 
on  smaller  type  houses  to  release  larger  houses  for  families. 

208  new  private  dwellings  were  completed  during  the  year  plus  eight 
flats  built  by  a  Housing  Association  at  Yelling. 

COMMON  LODGING  HOUSES. 

There  are  no  common  lodging  houses  in  the  Council’s  area. 

HOUSING  INSPECTIONS, 

30  standard  or  discretionary  improvement  grant  schemes  were  completed 
during  1966  making  a  total  of  325  houses  upon  which  grants  have  been 
paid  since  the  dates  of  the  Acts.  Many  other  schemes  have  been  approved 
and  are  in  progress. 

Progress  continued  during  the  year  in  dealing  with  unfit  houses  either 
formally  or  informally  under  the  Housing  Acts  or  Public  Health  Acts. 
The  number  of  houses  demolished  has  also  been  satisfactory  and  generally 
speaking  the  Council’s  method  of  dealing  with  the  housing  problem  is 
eminently  suitable  for  a  Rural  Area  like  this. 

The  one  occupied  war-time  hutment  on  Staughton  Moor  Air  Field  will 
become  empty  early  in  1967  and  the  site  will  then  be  closed  down. 

HOUSING  APPLICATIONS. 

The  annual  revision  of  the  Housing  Waiting  List  shows  that  there  are  a 
total  of  99  applicants.  This  is  7  less  than  in  the  previous  year.  The 
general  housing  need  still  remains  about  the  same  and  there  are  com¬ 
paratively  few  really  urgent  cases  requiring  re-housing.  A  new  system  of 
dealing  with  Housing  Applications  has  been  devised  and  applicants  are 
now  put  into  one  of  three  categories  as  follows  —  Priority,  Reduced 
Priority  or  Non-Priority.  38  applicants  were  classified  as  Priority,  15  as 
Reduced  Priority  and  46  as  Non-Priority.  The  chief  reasons  for  placing 
people  in  the  Priority  Classes  are  condemned  houses,  overcrowding,  elderly 
people  living  in  houses  too  big  for  their  needs  or  on  medical  grounds, 
people  approaching  retirement  living  in  tied  houses  etc.  Reduced  Priority 
is  given  to  people  living  in  caravans  and  people  transferring  to  work  in 
the  area  until  they  have  resided  in  the  area  for  a  reasonable  length  of 
time.  The  really  urgent  cases  requiring  re-housing  still  only  amount  to 
about  twelve  or  so  cases,  and  the  building  programme  provides  for  their 
needs  generally.
